Sir, 


I do not recommend Mr. Newlin’s proposals for exchange, although I think the offer is 
fair, but the pieces offered are not of sufficient interest. 


We have the half-eagle of 1878, which is exactly the same as Mr. Newlin’s 1877. The 
only difference, is the date. We have the Grant Medal in different metal. The Penn Medal we do 
not have. We have quite a number of duplicate patterns, which I think would be well to reserve 
until we have an opportunity to exchange them for some rare and important patterns that we do 
not possess.
